BAD FOR PETS

Dr. C. Lawrence Blakely, d; 
rector of Surgical Services, of th 
Mass. S. P. C. A.’s Angel I Mem 
urial Animal Hospital, Bostor 
says: “Turkey bones are bad fo 
pets.” The cooked bones of any o 
the holiday birds—turkey, duel 
and goose—are brittle and splin¬ 
tery. If these bones are given t< 
the family pet, any one of thes. 
slivers of bone may penetrate tb 
internal organ through which th 
bone passes, causing pain and pe’ 
haps death. 

Almost as dangerous and jus 
as attractive as the poultry bone: 
are the fat-soaked pieces of twin- 
used to truss the bird. 

In spite of warnings on tin 
dangers of these poultry bones 
there are still pet owners wh< 
must rush their animals to a vet 
ei’inarian late Thanksgiving nigh 
or during the next few days. Dog: 
and cats of all ages are seen gag 
ging on a bone lodged in tin 
throat or suffering from the pan 
of a punctured organ. Immediat 
veterinary help is needed if th. 
pet accidentally eats the bones o 
the twine and is gagging or show 
pain. 

Until they are disposed of, hot: 

the twine and the bones shou 

he kept out of reach of the f'am 
ily dog or cat. Be sure the out 
side disposal lid is secure so tha 
other pets cannot get at the bone:

It’s not surprising that it often 
requires some special event to call 
our attention to something we 
feel we should have known about 
all along. And when a noted Brit¬ 
ish actor succumber recently to a 
disease called “emphysema” many 
of us noticed the rather odd and 
unusual word used to describe the 
cause of Sir Cedric Hardwicke’s 
untimely death. 

Emphysema—what is it?—we 
wondered. 

The answer isn’t as simple as 
physicians and others who com¬ 
bat this, and related respiratory 
ailments would like it to be, but it 
is simple to this extent. Many 
persons have difficulty breathing, 
and in some cases, this is due to 
emphysema—an illness of the 
breathing apparatus. It causes 
their lungs gradually to lose the 
capacity to take in fresh air and 
to breathe out the waste mate¬ 
rials which would otherwise accu¬ 
mulate in the body’s circulatory 
system. 

A healthy person is hardly con¬ 
scious of his breathing, or the 
fact that this physical process is 
going on all the time. His respi¬ 
ration works like a quiet, consci¬ 


entious janitor who is never seen 
or heard. But the person who has 
begun to have shortness of breath 
whenever he attempts even mod¬ 
erate exercise or activities be¬ 
comes uncomfortably aware of 
that “janitor.” 

Emphysema develops quite 
gradually. Most often it affects 
men, usually in the middle years. 
Coughing spells, and swollen an¬ 
kles by evening are other symp¬ 
toms. 

Lung capacity can be meas¬ 
ured. When suspicious signs like 
frequent cough and shortness of 
breath occur, your TB association 
recommends that you see your 
doctor and get the story from 
him. Respiratory ills can be treat¬ 
ed, thanks to a variety of re-
